A BILL

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represe ntatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That subsection (a) of section 1 
of the Act of August 2, 1946 (60 Stat. 8o6) as amended (64 Stat. 985 ) is 
further amended by striking the limitation contained in the second parenthesis 
and substituting therefor the limitation, "not to exceed seven thousand pounds, 
if uncrated, or eight thousand seven hundred and fifty pounds, if crated, for 
transfers within the continental United States; or ten thousand pounds, if 
uncrated, or fourteen thousand pounds, if crated, for transfers to, within, 
or from the Territories and Possessions of the United States or foreign 
countries, or the equivalent of such amounts when transportation charges are 
based on cubic measurement."
